On 
one of tho canyon walls, more than 
100 feet from anything that could 
have fnrmsheil tho bai baric artist a 
foot or band bold, there is a weird 
panoramic view iu three scenes Un- 
der a tree a child is sleeping, while 
tho other has fallen carelessly by its 
!side. A few feet from the sleeping 
'babo a largo snake, evidently a rat- 
'tlesnake, is coiled to strike. Down 
'the canvon toward the west is scene 
2. Tho snake is crawling away. 
and tbeliaibs of the child aro drawn 
as though in the last convulsions of 
death The snake has done its dead- 
ly work. 
" fetiil farther down the canyon 
scene 3. A warrior, evidently the 
father of the child, with one arm 
clasps the ileacl babe. With the other 
hand he holds a club. Upon bis face 
the rude artist has depicted -a look 
of mortal anguish and bate A snake 
hes t'eatl at !»« feet. This is proba- 
»ly tho moss beautiful picture ever 
secured by s-avage bands. On one 
f tbo canyon's walls a warrior and 


maiden are represented, gayly 


tripping along, band in band, while 
wo doves are circling around their 
leads. Pictographs of the bear — in 
ino place a bear followed by two 
3nbs — the dog, the mountain bon 
ml the catamount are found.

On one wall m an apparently 
naccessible place there is a picture 
undoubtedly intended to represent 
the mastodon. The trunk, the tusks, 
:be massivo body, all are there -, and 
the long, shaggy hair tells of another 
than tho modern elephant Close by 
rhese is a representation of a camel 
Tha conception of the mastodon may 
aave been obtained from the great 
north, but whence that of the camel? 


It is well known tbat the camel is 


an oriental beast and found in Amer- 
ica only m tbe menagerie, with one 
noteworthy exception. A few years 
since tbo DaJtetl States government 
imported a few ot these ships of tbe 
desert to bo used as a means c) 
transportation m southern Arizona 
and tha California desert, but the 
schema proved impracticable, anc 
today these camels are roaming a 
large. Tbo Navnjo Indians may 
have had an opportunity to see tbe 
camel, but these pictograpbs are no 
2Sfa\ ajo work. They were tmdoubt 
edly placed tbere by another people 
Tbis is one ot the many puzzling 
questions concerning this people 
whom for sake of convenience w< 
call Aztecs. Could it be possible tha 
thoy were of eastern origin? — Den 
ver Field and Farm.

,: The best piece of legislation by^the 
present Congress Is the Barchpld- 
McCall immigration bill, which^ as 
passed, adds to the classes of aliens

from admiBsion to the 


United States, all male persona ;be- 
jtween the ages of sixteen and sixty 
years of age (excepting parents of 
petsoiis liTiag is this cauatry) -who 
cannot bblh read and write English 
or some other language. 


The Corliss amendment added to 


the bill excludes aliens who come 
across the borders year after year to 
perform labor in the United States 
with no intention of settling therein. 
It declares all labor contracts with 
aliens void, and makes parties there 
to within the jurisdiction of *the 
United States, punishable by a fine 
of 81,000 or imprisonment to not ex- 
ceed one year; makes it a misde- 
meanor for naturalized citizens who 
have returned to a foreign country to 
make the same his home, to again 
perform labor in the United States: 
makes it a misdemeanor for any alien 
to cross the borders for labor in the 
United States except at a port of 
entry, and imposes a head tax of fifty 
cents on each immigrant. 


Legislation of this character will 


do more to better the condition of 
the American laboring man than the 
protective tariff can possibly do.

DISEASES OF THE POTATO. 


Kootuumended For Kot, Earl?

|wn«dy for potato rot or late blight, if 
properly made and thoroughly :if»pli<*l 
at the right time, scarcely a decayed 
tuber should apjx'ar in the field. It is 
impossible to state when the arsr ap- 
plications should be made or iow 
many times the plants should be Treat- 
ed, for the conditions vary so yiiM-Ti ia I 
different localities. The character of ! 
the s-t-asou and the prevalence of the 
dispose in former years must sci-v« as 
guides as to the best time to b*gin 
spraying. In certain localities the lato 
blight appears with considerable regu- 
larity, and iu such cases it is \veli to 
spray about t«n days before the period 
in which the trouble is generally; fust 
noticed. 
Later applications may be 


made- Jit intervals of one to three -we^te, 
depending c«on the weather. Even in 
years favorable to blight, three applica- 
tions should be sufficient to protect tho 
plants almost perfectly. The foliago 
should be thoroughly covered 
from 


above, and if the spray may be conven- 
iently applied from below aiso, so much 
the better, A fine and abundant spray 
will be found most satisfactory. 


The successful treatment of the early 


blight, a distinct disease, is by no means 
an easy matter. It does not appear until 
the period of active growth is passed or 
until the plants have become weakened 
by some mechanical agency. , The early 
blight,-therefore, should be treated by 
growing vigorous plants and by protect- 
ing the foliage against the work of in- 
sects and fungi by the use of the bor- 
deaux mixture. The early blight may 
also be avoided to a certain extent by 
planting early varieties, as these fre- 
quently mature bfcfore the blight docs 
much harm, and also by planting late, 
for In this caso the plants will "be in ac- 
tive growth during the season -wiien thfij 
blight is most prevalent, and it has al- 
ready been shown that such plants are 
practically free from the disease. Dur- 
ing the fall, .when the plants are matur- 
ing, there is less danger of attack, ac- 
cording to Professor E. G. Loderran oi 
Cornell (]£. Y.) station, the authority 
for the foregoing. 


The remedy for potato scab proposed 


by Bolley of the North Dakota station is 
considered almost.a specific for this 
disease. Bciley's latest recommendation 
is to dissolve lo ounces of corrosive sub- 
limate in 6a gallons of water, and the 
general tendency among experimenters 
is to use stronger solutions than the ones 
first recommended. The period of im- 
mersion also varies from !}«< to 3 hours. 
The germinating power of potatoes is 
sometimes impaired if they are treated 
with the strong solutions for the long 
periods recommended. It is advisable, 
therefore, to get aa clean seed as possi- 
ble, "but, if the potatoes are scabby, te 
treat them with solutions whose strength 
increases with severity of the disease on 
the tuber, at the same time lengthening 
the period of • immersion- 
is is important to huvo clean land.

Fot»t<Hi» In Drill*. 


American Cultivator gives expression 


to tbe following: 


We never knew potatoes to be growu 


in drills until after the potato beetle 
had beeOme numerous and some of the 
old varieties showed signs of running 
out. When the fanner who h,ad always 
planted in hills found that occasional 
hills wore defective, producing oalj 
spindling plants and'a small crop oi 
tubers, he took to planting in drills, sc 
that as the plan ting was 12 to 15 inches 
apart there might not bo so wide spaces 
if a few sets failed. Bnt this business ol 
selecting and caring for seed is bettei 
understood than it used to be-. Planting 
in hills is returning in favor, and the 
chance it gives for more thorough culti- 
vation by going through the crop both 
ways saves labor and adds to tho crop. 
There is great advantage in harrowing 
potatoes before they come up. It is besl 
done when they ure covered with u cov- 
erur, which leaves the potatoes ante 
ridges, which the harrow partially lev- 
els. After the potatoes are up the cover- 
er cun again be used, piling the earth 
over the new shoots. When this is hai- 
rowed down a second time, the field will 
be nearly free from ridgea, and the cul- 
tivator can bo run across in the rows, 
catting tbe ridges down and m.-iking tltt 
hills nearly level with the surface.
